WASHINGTON— (NEA)—The new 
In­ 
ternal Security Division of the Department 
of Justice is just beginning to get organi­ 
zed under the newest of eight assistant at­ 
torneys general He is William F. Tomp­ 
kins, 41, former dope ring 
and 
racket- 
busting U. S. district attorney 
for 
New 
Jersey. 
Among other things, his job will be to 
administer the nine new Communist con­ 
trol. or antisubversive laws passed by Con­ 
gress in its closing days. They cover such 
things as increased 
penalties 
for 
bail 
jumping, harboring of fugitives, espionage 
and sabotage. 
They include the new Communist-infil- 
trated organization law, frofeiture of citi­ 
zenship, the granting of immunity to gov­ 
ernment witnesses, the printing press bill 
which manes subversive organizations reg­ 
ister all their printing machinery, and the 
so-called Alger Hiss bill, which will deny 
U. S. pensions to ex-government employes 
convicted of a crime. 
In addition to all this new business, the 
new Internal Security Division inherits all 
the old cases in this field formerly handled 
by the Criminal Division. This work 
in­ 
cludes a1] the Smith Act 
cases 
against 
Communist conspiracies, Subversive Acti­ 
vities Control Board cases, espionage, trea­ 
son. sedition, perjury, contempt of 
Con­ 
gress and atomic energy security cases. 
ALSO INCLUDED ARE 
the 
old 
big- 
name cases— Hairy Dexter White Owen 
Lattimore, Harry Bridges and the like. 
His aim is to get the Department of Ju s­ 
tice docket ol internal .security cases on a 
much more current basis. Mr. 
Tompkins 
won something of a reputation for getting 
the New 
Jersey 
federal 
court 
docket 
brought up to date. That helped 
bounce 
him into his present job. 
His principal activity now is recruiting 
a new staff of about 40 attorneys compe­ 
tent to handle internal security cases. Some 
60 lawyers were transferred over from the 
cid internal security section in the Crimi­ 
nal division. But to handle the new inter­ 
nal security work load will require a staff 
of IOO and an expenditure of nearly a mil­ 
lion dollars a year. 
Few people realize the volume of inter­ 
nal security cases which flow into the De­ 
partment of Justice. There is a holdover 
backlog of some 45,000 cases. About 15,000 
new cases were reported in the fiscal year 
ending last June 30. 
THESE FIGURES SEEM SOMEWHAT 
preposterous on first 
impression. 
Thera 
just aren’t that many subversives in the 
country. FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover has 
put the number of U. S. Communists at 
around 25,000. 
But with this figure must be considered 
the fact that every party member 
may 
have from one to 200 fellow travelers to 
do his bidding. And for every Commie put 
in jail, there always seems to be another 
ready to step into his shoes. 
What the backlog of 45,000 internal 
se­ 
curity cases and the load of 
15,000 
new 
cases a year represent are the numbers of 
first reports on alleged subversive activi- 
tis in the U. S. Each of them must be in­ 
vestigated, even though most of them do 
not result in prosecutions. The 45,000 cases 
do not mean that the Department of Ju s ­ 
tice is embarking on a witch-hunt or on 
thought control. 
“I AM EXTREMELY SENSITIVE about 
protecting peoples’ rights,” says Mr. Tomp­ 
kins, “but we also have to protect the gov­ 
ernm ent’s rights. This job of cleaning out 
subversives can, however, be done right.” 
By “right” he means through admissible 
evidence in regular court trials, and not 
by smear, rumor or slander. 
As an example he cites a recent paper­ 
back book on “McCarthyism” which 
he 
picked up while waiting for Congress to ac* 
on one of his new bills. In a chapter on 
Owen Lattimore, it was mentioned that 14 
witnesses had identified him as a Com­ 
munist. Tompkins checked up, and found 
that 12 reported it on hearsay. 
“A lot of people would like to have me 
denounce McCarthy for things like 
this,” 
says Tompkins, “but I won’t do it.” He has 
met the senator only once, briefly, at the 
Downtown Club in Newark.

Mr. DeBra does not deny that the mov­ 
ies. for which he speaks, are

however, that it is “a confusion of cause 
and effect” to say that such movies incite 
to violence, lust and sadism. Mr. DeBra’s 
opinion is that the presentation of these 
movies is “a reflection of the concern 
of 
the public with these things and a desire 
to see them dramatized in the mass media.” 


CONCERN WITH SADISM 
In other words according to the 
press 
agent of the Motion Picture Association 
the vogue that we may call Mickey Spil- 
laneism is not commercial pandering 
to 
sadism but is a reflection of the commun­ 
ity’s concern with sadism. That, it seems 
to me. is a tall story—that the 
Mickey 
Spillane type of movie is made because it 
reflects concern with the dangers of Mick­ 
ey Spillaneism. 
Mr. DeBra’s argument makes it difficult 
to believe that the Motion Picture Associa­ 
tion is willing and able to exercise 
ade­ 
quate control over anti-social motion pic­ 
tures. If these are the theories of the vol­ 
untary’ censors, it Is easy to understand 
why when one goes to a movie theater one 
sees so often what one sees—a calculated 
and deliberate exploitation 
of 
violence, 
cruelty and lust. Mr. DeBra’s theory will 
cither have to be revised so that the vol­ 
untary control is greatly improved or the 
law will have to be invoked. 
I believe these remarks, though severe, 
are fully justified by Mr. D eBra’s denial 
that the showing of sadistic pictures is an 
incitement of the sadistic impulses. If that 
were true, there would be no reason for 
having an elaborate organization with a 
code of morals and all the rest. 
For 
it 
would not m atter what the movies produc­ 
ed. They would merely “reflect” the con­ 
dition of public morals. They would have 
no effect on public morals. 
CELLULOID DOPE 
Mr. DeBra’s contention is 
untenable 
and it is in fact a mere sophistry invented 
to cover the grave delinquency of his own 
association in resisting the sadism which 
has been so much the vogue 
in 
recent 
years. It is allowing the peddling 
of 
a 
high-}toweled kind of celluloid dope and 
Mr. DeBra is trying to argue that this dope 
has no bad effects.

One of the most common, particularly in 
elderly people, is known as intermittent 
claudication. In this form the cramps are 
not present when resting but come on af­ 
ter exertion such as walking. This is asso­ 
ciated with poor circulation usually due lo 
hardening of the arteries in the legs. 
Another form which seems to he quite 
common are those cramps which come on 
at night during lied rest 
and 
frequently 
waken the patient. These 
are 
common 
among those who are not elderly and have 
no obvious sign of hardening of the arter­ 
ies. In some of these the cause seems to be 
related to a lowering of the calcium in the 
blood. 
In summary it is not safe to recommend 
a treatment for cramps in the legs until the 
nature of the cramps has been 
analysed 
and the probable cause studied by appro­ 
priate examination.

The 
Upper 
Michigan 
Mink 
Breeders 
Association 
held

third annual Field Day 
program 
last night at the UCT Clubhouse 
in Escanaba. About 160 
persons 
attended 
the 
dinner 
program, 
representing ran ch el's from 
the 
Upper Peninsula and 
Wisconsin 
and suppliers of ranch equipment 
and products. 
Dr. W illard Roberts, PHD, nu­ 
tritionist for Federal Foods, Inc. 
of Thiensville, Wig., was the main 
speaker of the evening. His topic 
was “The Advances in Mink Nu­ 
trition.” 
Dr. Roberts 
stated 
that 
the 
shortage of horse meat has made 
it necessary for ranchers to find 
alternate item s to supply the ne­ 
cessary protein in the mink diet. 
“Fish, meat by-products, and cot­ 
tage cheese will be used more ex­ 
tensively in the future”, he said, 
and although the stability of nutri­ 
tional values varies somewhat in 
some of these 
substitutes, 
have proven 
satisfactory 
used in 
the 
proper 
proportion 
with the rest of the mink ration. 
Feeding Experiments 
Dr. Roberts said that Wisconsin 
ranchers could benefit from 
the 
example set by Upper 
Michigan 
ranchers in the use of fish to sup­ 
plement horse meat in the 
mink 
ration. Any radical change in 
a 
mink diet should be made 
cau­ 
tiously, he said, and Upper Michi­ 
gan ranchers probably developed 
the high fish diet through experi­ 
m entation. 
The mink feed of the future will 
be a com plete mink food in dr> 
pellet form, Dr. Roberts said. He 
has himself been experim enting in 
such a feed for 7 years, and has 
developed a 
ration that 
proves 
very satisfactory during the fur- 
rmg-out season. The m ain prob­ 
lems encountered in the prepara­ 
tion of a com plete mink food of 
this type are rem oving the mois­ 
ture content without 
destroying 
the nutritional content of the pro­ 
tein bearing foods and producing 
a ration which is palatable to the 
mink. 
Some anim als refuse to eat a 
food lacking in m oisture but Rob­ 
erts believes that a strain of mink 
can be developed 
which will do 
very well on a dry ration. 
Mink Show Reports 
The speaker answ ered questions 
regarding specific feeding prob­ 
lems of Upper Michigan fur breed­ 
ers. 
Earl G ardner of Fort Atkinson, 
Wis., spoke on the International 
M ink Show which will be held in 
M ilwaukee beginning Jan. 6.

Likely In Slums

CHICAGO (A*) — Paralytic po­ 
lio may be largely a “prosperity 
disease, the American Academy of 
Pediatrics was told Tuesday. 
Children and adults living in 
prosperous, uncrowded areas may 
be more likely to get it than those 
living in slums and other crowded 
regions, said Dr. David Bodian of 
the Johns Hopkins University in a 
report to the academ y’s 23rd an­ 
nual meeting. 
Reason: Residents of crowded 
areas are widely exposed to polio 
virus in infancy, and most of them 
get an intestinal infection that im ­ 
munizes them against a later para­ 
lytic attack on the nervous system. 
But Dr. Bodian said that while 
problems still rem ain, advances in 
the understanding of polio and in 
the conceivable means of vaccina­ 
ting against it m ake it “not too 
optimistic to hope that the result 
will be the early control of epi­ 
demic poliomyelitis.”

For Prosecutors 


LA N SIN G .P—The State Supreme 
Court held Monday that a county 
prosecuting attorney may not act 
as an attorney in a private suit 
conflicting with his public duty. 
The suit involved Chester A Ray. 
former Allegan C o u n ty prosecutor, 
who represented a group of Gun 
township taxpayers in a suit to stop 
improvements to the Gun River 
drain. 
The court said Ray was hired by 
the citizens and the township foi 
$2,000 additional fees. 
He won a 
lower court award of $1,000 against 
the township alone. 
The Supreme Court upset the fee 
award and said it was not interest­ 
ed in who had hired him or whether 
he had been hired legally. 
The court said unanimously. “ It 
is against public policy for a pres­ 
enting attorney, whose duty it is to 
look after the interests of the state 
and county and represent county of­ 
ficials, to take a private position 
antagonistic to that of. or in con­ 
flict with, his public duty.” 
The court noted that the county
